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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 10-12 (is/are) rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over by 
Eaton (6755001) in view of Dumiao et al (6092350) and Waterman (3276947). Eaton 
discloses a corrugated wall (floor) having corrugations therein. The floor wall 
comprises: 

1 . a fabric material 1 40 located on one side of the wall 

2. cementitious material layers 1 30 located on the interior of the fabric material. 

3. a rigid longitudinal structural element 122 located along edges of the wall. 
Eaton lacks the fabric material located on both sides of the corrugated wall but 

suggest other types of sheets may be interposed between the joist for a deck layer to 
support poured concrete. Dumiao et al discloses a deck wall having a polymer cement 
core 67 and fabric material 35/40 located on both sides of the wall. Waterman 
discloses layers of fabric, polyurethane and cement. Waterman also includes the tubing 
31/27 located in the corrugated material 32. The flexibility of the tubing has been 
considered a matter of choice , a choice depending on the desired stiffness of the wall. 
The combination is not merely limited to building structures but the combination of 
materials may have the same motivation for use such as improved chemical or element 
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resistance and improved abrasion resistance. It would have been obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art to modify Eaton to include the additional fabric layer as shown by 
the secondary references in order to provide a wall with strength and abrasion 
resistance. 

Eaton already discusses that his wall or deck is high strength even when exposed to 
moisture. Therefore, though, Eaton shows the cement layers joined to form a sandwich 
but not with a polyurethane material joining the layers, one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have known the various methods and means to join the layers together and 
would have selected any means which would permit the wall structure to operate as 
intended. 

Applicant's arguments are moot given the new ground of rejection.
